Yet tothe laf he fought for you again® 
foreign Tyranny, and kept his Foot upon 
the Neck of your fecret Ufurpers—— ee He 
trod upon your Enemies, even tho’ you 
trod upon him—And thofe that courted 
him at Home to refent your Ingratitude, 
received his conftant Frown This’ 
was the Man that liv’d for you, and yet 
died by E sonia and hearken to it with Re- 
gret, and reproach your felves with it whilftt 

ou live— He died murther’d by your 
nkindnefs, 

Heaven, that honour’d him here, and 
receiv’d him from hence, has fhown fome 
dreadful Inftances of his Abhorrence of the 
Manner he was treated here, and has ree 
fented the particular Infults done to his 
Name, asif done to himéfelf .. And I 
with I could not fay, Heaven f€ems to 
punifh usNationally for ourNational Ufage 
of this Prince, who was his eminent In- 
ftrument to us for Good. 

How are we, notwithftanding our Viao- 
ries, yet embarrafv’d in that cruel and 
bloody War, which we reproach’d him for 
not ending fooner? We have not yet ar- 
riv’d to that Partition-Treaty, that we 
threw in his Face—— And if greater Con- 
ditions have been feemingly offer’d us —— 
they have been but feemingly fo, without 
any Security for their being made effe@ual, 
We have had Reafon now to fee our Re- 
proaciw. of “ing William unjntt—who we 
ridicul’d for not beating the French, while

Let us look back to King William’s Part 
in this War—and imagine Lewis XIV. in 
the State he wasin, when that War began, 
Not all the Princes and States of Europe 
united, would have begun a War againft 
him His Armies numerous in Men, 
and all thofe Men Veterans in War, and 
flufh’'d with Conqueft ; his Tréafures in a 
Kind infinite, his Generals experienc’d and 
enterprizing; Himfelf 20 Years younger, 
and vigorous T tell ye, none of ye 
all would have ventur’d to begin the War— 
nor would you have beenin your Wits, if 

ou had It was a Work only fit for a 
William, a King that could not be difcou- 
rag’d, that could conquer by being over- 


_ thrown, that could ftruggle with Impoffi- 


bilities, and could penetrate into the re- 
moteft Events. 

Let any Man look into the Temper of 
our Nation at this Time, and they will 
find, we are not now fit to bear a Difafter, 
as we were then; we have fought the French, 
and beaten them, thank God for it; for, 
Woe to us if we had loft the Day! How would 
our Credit have been‘run down, our Bank 
been puth’d at, our General infulted, our 
Miniftry abus’d, as if really Men were now 
in God’s Stead. 

And that the Duke of Marlborough could 
not only fight for ViGory, but command 
zt -—— But King Wiliam {aw Vidétory even 
in the Want of SuccefS; He loft the Battles, 
arid won the Day— and in this I am not 
too forward, if J fay, he fought as. never 
Man fought, and conquer’d, as neve~ Van 
canquer d He fought with a nerce 
victorious Enemy Abroad, with cruel and 
intolerable Deficiencies at Home— and yet 
he fought! Any Body but King Wiliam 
would h=ye yielded to infuperable Diffi- 
culties, but be fought on, and reduc’d the 
King of France, at laff, to feek Peace, ac- 
knowledge him King, and affront the Re- 
fugee that he fought to reftore. = 

Thus He broke the firft Power of the in- 
vinci". french Empire; He broke their 
old Veterans, and exhaufted their immenfe 
Treafures ; He took the haughty Lewis by 
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he has rather harden’d himfelf this Year, 


the Throat in the Flower of his Strength 
and fet his Foot againft him— when he was 
another Kind of Lem# than he is now—And 
tho’ I would not leffen the Glory of the 
prefent Conquerors in the Field, jet— as 
a Mine under a great Rock, tho’ itcannot 
entirely blow it away, yet fhakes it, and 
diflocates it, fo as to make it eafier for Work- 
men to remove; So King William fhook 
the Foundation of French Power in fuch a 
manner, as has made it much eafier for 
others to crufh it entirely, than it would 
otherwife have been —_ 

At lait Heaven, provok’d at your Treat- 
ment of this Prince, removed him from 
us— and were it not a Debt due to his Me. 
mory, I fhould bury in filence the barba- 
rous Abufes of him after his Deceafe—. 
but particularly the Article of the Horfe. 
The King was thrown by his Horf, or 
rather his Horfé fell with him— by which 
his Majefty received fome hurtin his Col- 
lar-Bone, which as it was thought haftned 
his Death, tho’ it is evident he did not 
die of that Hurt. 

Now let them not only blufh, but trerfi- 
ble at the Event, who have infulted his 
Memory, by canonizing in their Cups the 
Horfé that threw down the King — drink. 
ing a Health to the Beaft,: lefs fo by far than 
the Brutes that drink it, and rejoycing in the 
Difafter— Let fuch no more talk of Calves 
Head Clubs and Feafts of Triumph, tho” 
vile enough too, infulting the Dead; but 
nothing can match the Infamy of this Pra-’ 
tice, odious both to God and Man—— 
How odious itis to Man, F think I need not 
infift upon; no honeft Man can think of it 
without Horror— But how odious to God 
it is— you fhall all be judge. 

I pretend to no great Gift of Prophecy, 
nor am I the Son of'a Prophet—Yet I haye 
now and then taken upon me to tell you 
fome things, which, contrary to your general 
Opinion, have come to pafs, and that fur- 
prizingly enough ; Witnefs the Mifcarriage 
of the King of Sweden—- Alfol foretold 
you the Vengeancé of God upon this ver 
Cafe, which Divine Juftice has made good, 
as dire@tly asifI had been infpired to write 
the following Lines, which were written
